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‘Aid Promised to 


Edmonton, Calgary 
In Interest Fight 


Lashing out in a forceful attack on insurance, mortgage 
and other companies, which by means of printed circulars, 
are attempting to destroy the confidence of the people in the 
provincial government and prevent the people from utilizing 
(their own credit, Premier William Aberhart, in addressing 
the Edmonton Prophetic Bible Conference at the Strand 
theatre on Sunday night, declared that “I hold it as a sound 
principle in this present difficult period that interest rates 
and debt charges must be scaled down if we as a province 
or as a Dominion are to survive.” 

The Premier took four pamphlets issued as propaganda 
by the financial concerns of the east, analysed their content 
and answered them. He denounced the money monopolists 
for their continued squeezing of money from people who can 
ill afford to pay in these hard times. 


Pebts Legislation 


The Premier also dealt with efforts to show, by means 
| of the same propaganda, that the Reduction and Settlement 
| of Debts Act, passed at the special legislative session last 
August, was ultra vires. 

He scored the financial monopolists for endeavoring to 
make people continue paying exhorbitant rates of interest 
| by saying that they had received legal opinion that the Act 
was not legal, before any court of this country had declared 
it so. The Premier could find no justification for this stand 
of the financial barons. 


‘Plan Barren of Help 


He also attacked the bondholders for the paucity of ideas 
|in their proposals to assist the province and the cities of 
Edmonton and Calgary out of their financial difficulties.

The importance of the “sit-down” principle 
in the strike of the United Automobile Workers 
employed in the General Motors Corporation 
plants is such that it alone is keeping the parties 
apart from conference. General Motors wants 
the “sit-down” aspect of the strike stopped and 
the workers refuse to do so 

The traditional way for workers 
strike is for the employees to leave 
in a body and not come back. In the General 
Motors and other recent “sit-down” strikes, the 
workers remain in the plants without working. 
They punch the clocks, they take care of their 
machines and they amuse themselves with 
radios, card games and impromptu concerts. Food 
is brought to them by their families, but they 
refuse to leave the plants or to Jet strike-break- 
ers enter.

The employers are in a quandary. The ordin- 
ary technique of strike-breaking—the employ- 
ment of gangsters, machine guns and tear gas 
is not adequate to the new situation. 

Claiming that the sit-down strikers are tres- 
passers on their property, the Corporation 
obtained an injunction, with all the customary 
drastic prohibitions. But when the sheriff tried 
to read the injunction to the men, his voice was 
drowned with hilarious laughter. The judge who 
granted the injunction, Judge Edward D. Black, 
is now facing demand for impeachment. He is 
the owner of some 3665 shares of General Mvtors 
stock, and has bumped up against the Michigan 
law which says: 

“No judge of any court shall sit as such in 
any cause or proceeding in which he is a 
party. or in which he is interested .. .” 
The six hour day and other particular griev- 
ances which caused the strike have been Jost 
sight of in the fight for the principle of the 
particular form of strike being employed
